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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a) because they fail to show 
the optimization process as described in the specification. Any structural detail that is 
essential for a proper understanding of the disclosed invention should be shown in the 
drawing. MPEP § 608.02(d). Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 
1 .121 (d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as 
"amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be 
removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several 
views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary 
to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after 
the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either 
"Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are 
not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required 
corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held 
in abeyance. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

2. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 1-21 and 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 

directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

The claims fail to provide a tangible result, and there must be a practical 
application, by either 1 ) transforming (physical thing) or 2) by having the FINAL 
RESULT (not the steps) achieve or produce a useful (specific, substantial, AND 
credible), concrete (substantially repeatable/non-unpredictable), AND tangible (real 
world/non-abstract) result. 

A claim that is so broad that it reads on both statutory and non-statutory subject 
matter, must be amended. If the specification discloses a practical application but the 
claim is broader than the disclosure such that it does not require the practical 
application, then the claim must be amended. A claim that recites a computer that solely 
calculates a mathematical formula is not statutory. 

As per claims 1 and 21 , the step "outputting at least one of said stabilized 
population as an optimized allocation of tasks to resources" fails to establish a tangible 
result because the specification fails to show that the optimization allocation tasks 
are implemented by a practical application process or device. 

As per claim 14, the step "outputting an allocation of the tasks among the one of 

the 
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allocations included in the stabilized population" fails to establish a tangible result 
because the specification fails to show that the allocation tasks are implemented by a 
practical application process or device. 

As per claim 23, the step "means for outputting an allocation of the tasks among 
the device according to one of the allocations included in the stabilized population" 
fails to establish a tangible result because the specification fails to show that the 
allocation tasks are implemented by a practical application process or device. 

Claims 2-13 and 15-20 are fail also to establish a tangible result. 
Therefore, the claimed invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

3. Applicant's arguments filed 9/1 8/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant argue at pages 13 and 14 that optimization process leads to a tangible 
result. However, there is no indication neither the specification nor in the drawing that 
the optimization process is presented to be used for a practical application purpose(s).
